for them but making the effort will further dilute its maior reaponsibilijy S 
operation at which the administration has been adept and successful. I believo vour 
subcommittee should establish to the satisfaction of tue donate t^ L/e 
r a thorough and entirely public investigation of all tne assassinations for which 
on°thi 8 8 Pr °?°f le ^ l<lativ<3 Basis , and seek a continuation of the committee itself 
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then phonied up a conspiracy indictment in Birmingham. 

For all practical purposes the FBI framed, hay, knowing he could not have 
killed King. It deceived, misrepresented lied and I think crossed the line into 
perjury. I forced that agent 1 s retirement in C. A. 226-75 so he could avoid being 
forced to be a government witness. 

Once I started what led to 0. A. 71 8-70, the FGIA suit on part of the King 
evidence in which I got a summary judgement, there wa3 a Departmental "new look* 1 at 
the so-called evidence. I'm told the lawyers could not get anything from the FBI 
then. Or since. And when I produced the evidence allowing the FBI deceived if it did 
not commit perjury on this essential evidence, no agent or representative appeait^o 
deny or rebut it and the State neither cros s-exaroinea hor offered a single rebuttal 
witness# Moanwhlle, I'm suing for more of this evidence, C#A. 75r1996. TbeySkex 
have been stonewalling on tliis since 1969* 

In the area of denial of the most elemental legal and Constitutional rights 
I think there is no case in which the abuses are as great and as established, even 
if the phoney liberal judge ignored thorn. Vo even got the orders on who would violate 
Ray's xrttm rights and ho*, and camples that are more than enough if far from what 
ic still hidden if not now destroyed. I mean from the prosecution we got hie work- 
sheets for his own defense and at least one copy of a defense letter Ray wrote 
each lawyj^or with whoa he was associ ated and registered letters to the judge f 
prior to registration. His defense mail is still being intercepted. My most recent 
information is as of the day after my confrontation with Beliu in Nashville, with, the 
results you have not$d in his changed position. I saw Ray the next day. 

I believe there should at soinu point bo a separate subcommittee on the King 
case alone. All of these have boon made overly complicated by the non-investigation 
efforts, ^t takes an enormous amount of time to go through all the irrelevanoies which 
are most of the "evidence" in both cases. 

I know Bay better than anyone not in hie family, I think. I've spent much more 
time with him tJiaii counsel. Ve have a 3tronge? illations} dp but I believe he trusts ue as 
much as he trusts anyone. I believe he would be willing to testify if and when that 
might be deemed appropriate and if he were roluctants now would consider if not. 
accept my recommendation ana tliat of junior counsel Jim Lesar, who has done most of 
the legal work. However, I am not suggesting and do not believe that jie could give 
testimony that could solve the crime# I do believe that between the work I have done 
and the testimony ho could give there would be quite a case of what the FBI did and 
did not do. I leave to lawyers the question of .tho appeal pending before sixth cir- 
cuit for a trial (technically but not actually a "new" trial because then? never was one) 
and prior Congressional testimony. 

In any event, I am willing to do all I can ana have a record of subjecting the 
relevant part of my investigative work to testing by both the State and their ally, 
the FBI, without a fiugor being laid on a singj.e part of it. Jim Lesar and I each 
have transcripts. If anyone wants to borrow the set, 1 recommend mine because J±m has 
greater need and I've had mine indexed by name, wnich can help. 

You should know that, in adcition to tho dcluyed vjBS sliow on this case about 
which I have doubts enough tc compel to refuse to appear on it, there iu currently 
a decent-atwbtx sized inquiry by a major newspaper I'm helping. It is inevitable tnat 
when the story or stories appear they will support the views cf Senator Byrd and Congress - 
j^man Burton and those 1 have offered. 

My next medical appointment in Washington ie at 11:30 a#m. on Tuesday the 9th. 

I haven't decided if I'm up to doing my own driving but I can fl rrange to have all the 
rest of the day free if anyone wtati to talk to mo. Sincerely if hurriedly ,
